Nature of Goods. Distance They are 
to Travel and Amount of Hand­

“ A shipment started right ¡ 
w ay there,** remarked lla rry 
half 
Rob­ 
ertson, agent of the American R a il­ 
w ay Express Co., in this city, today, 
in discussing the coming 
holiday 
traffic. All indications point to heavy 
business, according to M r. Robert­ 
son and lie laid stress upon the im­ 
portance of early shipping, as well 
as early shopping. 
Regarding the preparation of hol­ 
iday shipments, Mr. Robertson made 
some timely suggestions: 
“ In preparii|£ any shipments, con­ 
sideration should lie given to 
tin1 
nature of the goods, the 
distance 
they are to travel and the amount 
of handling they must 
necessarily 
receive. The nature of the gift and 
the weight will determine whether it 
can safely be transported with paper 
wrapping only. 
“ Frag ile articles, like glass and 
crockery, need the protection of a 
box or other outside container in 
addition to ample and suitable cush­ 
ioning m aterial. Tf several are fo r­ 
warded in the same package, each 
should bo separately wrapped and 
then perhaps tied together, ‘play* in­ 
side a package may cause damage to 
the contents. Hood 
strong 
paper 
and twine liberally used will help. 
“ The importance of «-ompleto and 
accurate addressing is obvious. In ­ 
stead of writing with lend pencil or 
using tags, the marks should be ap­ 
plied directly on the surface of the 
package by waterproof crayon, ink 
or pencil, or by use of special holi­ 
day labels obtainable on r e q u e s t at 
the express office. The name and ad­ 
dress of the sender might well 
be 
enclosed in the package, in addition 
to being shown on the outside. 
“ Every address should 
include 
1 be name of the receiver, full street 
and number, city or t(|vvn, state and 
in the ease of small towns, the n a m e 
of the county. This will prevent de- 
lavs in delivery, of ton mnmed

third of the entire system. If

consider the retread work of

miles this year and approximately 
30 miles last year, adding it to the 
pavement, we find that the Indiana

mind, Mr. Williams says, that when 
the system was laid out it included

12 M ILES WIDE. 75 LONG 


Movement Already Begun at Mich­ 
igan City with $10.000.000 Sub 
Division Launched 


Hammond, Ind. Dec. 8 - (U.R)— A 
continuous city, twelve miles 
wide 
ami seventy-five miles long, stretch­ 
ing lrom the Indiana-lllinois line at 
llammond, to Michigan City, is being 
planned by civic leaders of the Cal­ 
umet District, and probably will be 
a reality within the next 
quarter 
century at the present rate of 
ex­ 
pansion. 
The movement already is 
begin­ 
ning at Michigan City. Two and 
a 
half miles west of the prison 
citv 
a huge $10,000,000 subdivision 
en­ 
terprise stretches westward for 5,- 
000 acres to the eastern boundary 
line of the Indiana 
Dunes 
State 
Park Area. 
From Gary the expansion of hous­ 
ing facilities is stretching eastward 
and will receive great momentum as 
the deep sewer line and supplemen­ 
tary sewage systems are laid. This 
is expected to be effected nert sum­ 
mer. 
The same expansion is witnessed 
further between Gary and Hammond 
and between 
Indiana 
Harbor 
and 
Gary, where city limit lines are be­ 
ing obliterated by the construction 
of new homes, which gradually art* 
making Gary, Hammond, 
Indiana 
Harbor and East Chicago a homo­ 
genous whole. 
According to the opinion of May­ 
or Tinkham of Hammond, and many 
others prominent in civic affairs, the 
movement to consolidate the various 
cities will begin to take rapid form 
next year, when, they say construc­ 


tion of homes in the Dunes area will 
be undertaken on a vast scale. 
The first concrete step in 
the 
work of consolidation was taken at 
Indianapolis recently when a group 
of forty mayors, couneilmen, engin­ 
eers and representatives of all 
the 
cities and towns along 
the 
lake, 
from the Illinois state line to Mich­ 
igan City, met in the otlice of Dr. \Y. 
F. King, of the 
state 
board 
of 
health and discussed means of elim­ 
inating sewage pollution of 
Lake 
Michigan and streams that empty 
into it. 
At an informal conference 
after 
the meeting, it was suggested 
and 
agreed to by all that Dr. King draft 
an order compelling immediate 
ac­ 
tion on sewage disposal ami 
force 
cooperation 
between 
the 
various 
municipalities in cleaning up 
the 
lake. This Dr. King did, urging con­ 
certed action, reminding the various 
mayors that they were serving a un­ 
ified communitv and asking that tliev 
cooperate not only in this matter, 
but in every manner which 
would 
serve to unite the Calumet Region, 
and avoid the petty squabbles which 
might come up.

SOME TIMELY SUGGESTIONS 


Mature of Goods, Distance They are 


to Travel and Amount of Hand- 


ling Should he Considered 


"A shipment started right is half 


Tsay there," remarked Harry Rob- 
ertson, agent of the American Rail- 
way Express Co., in Ihis pity, today, 
in discussing the coming 
holiday 


traffic. All indications point to heavy 
business, according to Mr. Robert- 
son and he laid stress upon the im- 
portance of earjy shipping, as well 
as early shopping. 


Regarding the preparation of hol- 


iday shipments, Mr. Robertson made 
some timely suggestions: 


"In preparing any shipments, con- 


sideration should be given to 
the 


nature of the goods, the 
distance 


they are to travel and the amount 
of handling they must necessarily 
receive. The nature of the gift and 
the -weight will determine whether it 
pan safely lie transported with paper 
wrapping only. 


"Fragile articles, like glass and 


•crockery, need the protection of a 
"box or other outside container in 
addition to ample and suitable cush- 
ioning material. If several are for- 
warded in the same package, each 
should be separately wrapped ^and 
then perhaps tied together, 'play' in- 
side a package may cause damage to 
the contents. Good strong 
paper 


and twine liberally used will help. 


"The importance of complete and 


accurate addressing is obvious. In- 
stead of writing with lead pencil or 
using tags, the marks should be ap- 
plied directly on the surface of the 
package by waterproof crayon, ink 
or pencil, or by use of special holi- 
day labels obtainable on request at 
1be express office. The name and ad- 
dress of the sender might well be 
enclosed in the package, in addition 
to being shown on the outside. 


"Every address should 
include 


the name of the receiver, full street 
and number, city or tcfrvn, state and 
in the ease of small towns, the name 
of the county. This will prevent dc- 
lavs in delivery, often caused 
by 


incomplete addresses. 


"Legible writing in preparing an 


address on a Christmas 
shipment 


and the care in abbreviating 
the 


name of the staf<- will aid in prompt 
handling during the busy 
season, 


when every delay may cause disap-

ACHIEVEMENTS POINTED OUT 


Completion of U. S. 52 to Rushville 


Noted, Remainder to Cincinnati 


to be Contracted Dec. 20 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dee. 8—The 


Indiana state highway commission 
during fiscal year ending September 
30, paved and resurfaced 398 miles 
of state roads'thereby placing them 
in the dustless class. 


Of this mileage 218 miles 
were 


concrete; 72 miles bituminous maca- 
dam or rock asphalt, and 1118 miles 
retread. Retread i* not pavement— 
merely treatment, serving as a binder 
and preventing dust. During the fis- 
cal I!l2(i the commission paved 223 
miles of which ]!)(! miles were 
ce- 


ment concrete and the remainder of 
bituminous types. 


Included in 1927 fiscal year's pav- 


ing were 70 miles contracted in 1920 
ilrat prevented of completion by sev- 
enty, days of rainfall during 
the 


height of the building season. 
In 


addition, the commission during the 
fiscal year just closed, 
completed 


18 of the 20 miles of heavy grad- 
ing contracted. 


On October 1 there was approxi- 


mately 58 miles of incompleted pave- 
ment of the 1927 construction sea- 
son of which 40 miles have 
been 


completed since that date, leaving 12 
miles of 1927 paving program to be 
completed early next spring. 


Since October 1 all paving mileage 


in this year's program has 
been 


completed except 12 miles in 8 con- 
tract projects which will be com- 
pleted early next spring. Thus it will 
be seen that 204 miles of concrete 
pavement have been 
constrireted 


since October 1, 1926. This is 
a 


record year of state pavement con- 
struction. 


These figures were made _public 


today by John D. Williams, director, 
in advance of the department's ninth 
annual report, who explained that 
fiscal year's paving does not repre- 
sent tiie calendar year's work be- 
cause it ends at a time when addi- 
tional paving continues until weath- 
er conditions force suspension 
of 


paving operations. Mr. Williams fur- 
ther pointed out that the work just 
completed closed links in important 
trunk roads and provided rigid type 
surfaces in snch continuity that ev- 
;en lavmen now generally realize and

transportation systems so vital to 
success of state and nation.

Yet it 
ib a perfectly sensible question, and 
it is entirely possible that it may 
hiioncr or later he answered "yes", 
for Senator Charles Curtis of Kan- 
sas, descendant of

White 


Flume of the Kaw Indian tribe, has 
become a candidate for the Bepubli- 
can nomination for the presidency. 


This is not the place to discuss 


t'urtis' candidacy and its prospects; 
it is, however, an excellent place for 
discussing Curtis himself, and 
he 


L? well worth discussing. 


In addition, there is the gorgeous 


thought that, if Curtis were elected 
president, he could fall heir to Pres- 
ident Coolidge's magnificent 
head- 


dress of eagle feathers, presented 
U) the chief executive by the redmen 
of South Dakota, with < perfect pro- 
priety. 


For Curtis is not a tribesman by- 


adoption. He is a Kaw Indian 
in 


good standing, shares in the tribal 
liiuds and frequently'participates in 
triual customs on his visits to Okla- 
homa. Furthermore, he is proud of 
his. lineage. 


Curtis grew up with the Indians. | 


lie shared their life on the western 
plains in the days shortly after the 
Civil War; and in those days, be it 
remembered Indian life was not a 
sheltered ali'air on peaceful reser- 
vations. In proof thereof, consider 
diis story: 


When Curtis was a 'boy of 10, a 


roving 'band of Cheyennes made a 
sudden raid on the Kaw encampment

known throughout Kansas as a jock- 
ey, riding at the county fairs. He 
was now living with his father's neo- 
ple—his Indian inheritance, it should 
be explained, came from his moth- 
er's side of the family—in Topeka. 
Apparently he preferred Indian life; 
for when the government sent the 
Kaw tribe from Kansas to Oklahoma 
young Curtis packed up and went 
along.

Indianapolis, Dec. 8—<U.R)—Sccre- 


tai-y of State Frederick E. Schorte- 
nieier lias issued a statewide request 
for all civic organizations to aid 
Indianapolis organizations in ob- 
taining the retention of Fort Benja- 
min Harrison as a major army post. 


Schortcmeicr declared that only 


with the full cooperation of every ci- 
vic organization in die state could 
the major fort be kept here. 


"Retention of the fort is not only 


of importance to Indianapolis but' it 
is of paramount importance to every 
citizen of the state. 


•'Located near the approximate 


center of population of the nation 
it is admirably situated for trans- 
portation of troops to whatever 
point they arc needed," he said. 


By each club passing resolution 


•endorsing the action of the Indiana- 
polis organization in attempting to 
retain the fort, and by writing to 
senators and representatives from 
the state it will be called to the at- 
tention of the war department.

acres of excellent reservations and

pointed out.

Suppose the state highway commis- 
sion spent a million dollars to build 
a road, and then because of wear 
and tear the paving was broken in 
several places, the highway depart- 
ment planned to .abandon the road. 
That's not economy, it would 
be 


waste. That is what it seems the 
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ideal connections for Indianapolis to 
Chicago traffic, and for Ohio traffic 
across this state via Fort Wayne, 
Plymouth and Crown Point. While 
Rd. 41 pavement reaching to Evans- 
ville will care for much 
of 
the 


southland's traffic from Florida and 
Gulf points to Chicago, the 
fact 


that 52 connects 'with 41 north of 
Fowler, provides the ideal connec- 
tion for northwest bound traffic from 
points east of Indianapolis on the 
National Road; 'off 52 coming up 
from Cincinnati, and for southeast- 
ern Indiana points. Likewise the fact 
that U. S. 31 is paved its 
entire 


length, provides a splendid paved 
way for Louisville traffic to Chicago 
via Indianapolis. 


Analyzing the paved system up to 


date and considering the holdover 
mileage to be completed nest spring, 
Mr. Williams pointed out that 1928 
v.-ill see Indiana possessed of 
two 


north and south roads paved across 
the state, three east and west roads, 
two diagonal roads, a northeasterly 
and a northwesterly road out of In- 
dianapolis to Cincinnati; also that 
one of the main north and south 
paved routes and likewise a main 
east and west paved route, pass 
through the state capital. 


In addition to concrete paving this 


year, the maintenance division com- 
pleted through contract awards and 
some work by its divisional forces, 
the 72 miles of bituminous and rock 
asphalt paving heretofore mentioned, 
distributed in fourteen counties.

•Betterments—This expenditure is 


for non-rigid 
pavement, widening 


roads, easing turns, extending cul- 
verts, building small bridges, etc.

In a general summary of the ae- 


30 miles last year, adding it to the 
pavement, we find that the Indiana 
state highway system to date con- 
sists of 1840.5 miles of 
dustless 


types. 


It further should be bourne in 


mind, Mr. Williams says, that when 
the system was laid out it included 
some 300 miles of various types of 
pavement previously laid by 
the 


counties, but during 
the interim 


much of this 300 miles have been 
repaired and placed in condition to 
withstand the present day tremen- 
dous traffic burden. 


Since the department was created 


in 1919 it also has completed 650 
bridges of major type with a com- 
bined water span, if laid end to end, 
of more than eight miles, and 5500 
bridges of less than 20-foot span, 
and culverts. "For the 
first 
time 


since organization the bridge pro- 
gram has caught up with the paving 
program and it will be possible in the 
future for the commission to so plan 
our. work that the necessary replace- 
ments and construction of new brid- 
ges can be accomplished either • in 
'advance of or at the time the road 
is closed for paving," Mr. Williams 
declared. 


In nine years operation the state 


highway commission has invested in 
pavement, bridges, 
maintenance, 


equipment and upkeep of equipment, 
a total of .$82,861,493.25. Of this 
sum $41,140,374 was for .pavement; 
$8,703,721 for bridges, and $23,- 
183,618 for maintenance, giving In- 
diana a road system second to none. 
A system, careful observers say, 
that reflects^, the maximum invest- 
ment of the tax dollar entrusted to 
its care; as 96 cents of each dollar 
expended has gone into the roads. .At 
the same time so carefully has the 
system been laid out with view .to 
sen-ing the greatest number of peo- 
ple, we have tod.iv slightly less 
than 5,000 miles directly serving 85 
percent of the state's entire popula- 
tion, and this mileage accredited' ,as 
the greatest single factor in the com- 
monwealth's continued expansion.

wide

planned by civic leaders of the Cal- 
umet District, and probably will be 
a reality within the next
